One of the more demanding and difficult areas of study at SMCC is 
the division of nursing. Students who enter it can choose to follow the 
practical nursing program or the associate degree of nursing program. 

The practical nursing program 
prepares students, through the 
course of one year, to become li¬ 
censed practical nurses. During the 
year, students attend numerous lec¬ 
tures and clinical studies. 


Some courses offered in the LPN program are Basic Nutrition, 
Growth and Development, Fundamentals of Nursing, and Pharmacol¬ 
ogy. Courses offered for ADN students are Fundamentals of Nursing, 

Medical-Surgical Nursing, Mater¬ 
nal Child Nursing, and Mental 
Health/Nursing Management. 

Nursing students often find 
themselves staying up until all 
hours of the night working on care 
plans, reading hundreds of pages 
for the next class lecture, and giv¬ 
ing up free time to study for big 
tests. Most are quick to say that 
becoming a nurse often requires 
lots of sacrifices. 

But when they finish the pro¬ 
gram, the jobs are there for them. 
Students consistently produce 
high scores, evidence that SMCC 
is achieving its mission.

Cosmetology is also available.

After an acquired 
number of hours, these students 
will be released to follow their 
hair-styling dreams wherever they 
ma y lead.

to enter the work force as skilled 
Cr aftspeople. Their success rates 
are very high.

When demand and interest are sufficent, special courses are of¬ 
fered. Evening classes are also an option in any of the vocational 
courses if ten students enroll. 

After an initial testing, stu¬ 
dents whose test scores indicate 
a need for additional studies are 
required to attend a Learning Lab 
three hours each week. Jennifer 
Bond supervises the Lab. 

All vocational classes have 
lecture time, lab experiences, and 
a combination of both hands-on 
and mental work. 

Well-equipped laboratories 
simulate actual working condi¬ 
tions and, therefore, prepare the 
students for the job market. 
Their practical skills make them 
attractive to industries and jobs 
in the area. Instructors make it a 
priority to help their students find 
jobs when they finish programs.

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Many students who prefer not to pursue an academic degree have 
the option to further their education through the technical program at 
SMCC. After completing class work and labs, students are prepared 
to join the work force. 

Included in the curriculum are 
technical courses in Automotive 
Technology, Comptuer Program¬ 
ming, Law Enforcement, 

Marketin/Management, Child De¬ 
velopment, Computer Information 
Systems, Diesel Equipment, Elec¬ 
tronics, Electrical Technology, 

Machine Shop, Office Systems, 

Robotics Technology, and Admin¬ 
istrative Support Services. 

Students participate in work- 
based learning which allows them 
to work at a place parallel to their 
field of study. They receive pay for 
their work and acquire skills that 


cannot be taught in the classroom. 

After two years, students graduate with the knowledge and skills 
necessary to earn a living in their chosen field. 

However, they achieve this 
knowledge only through diligence 
and determination because they 
must attain an abundance of 
knowledge and skill in a short 
amount of time. 

Traditional and non-traditional 
students benefit from these types 
of programs because of their di¬ 
versity.
